1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on May 19, 2006 has been entered. Claims 1, 2, 5-9, 
12-16 and 19-21 have been canceled, and claims 3, 10, 17, 22, 24, 27, 30 and 33 have been 
amended. 

2. Claims 3, 4, 10, 11, 17, 18 and 22-35 are presented for examination. 

Drawings

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest individually or in combination creating a 
public list including all public classes and interfaces defined in said object-oriented library 
wherein said all public classes and interfaces being written in an object-oriented computer 
programming language and said interfaces include methods, said public list including a class 
sublist for each of said public classes, each said class sublist including all direct and indirect 
public superclasses of a class excluding private classes as set forth in independent claims 3, 10, 
17, 22, 24, 27, 30 and 33. 

Dependent claims 4, 1 1, 18, 23, 25, 26, 28, 29, 31, 32, 34 and 35 being further limiting to 
the independent claims 3, 10, 17, 22, 24, 27, 30 and 33, definite and enable by the Specification 
are also allowed. 

The closet prior art, Fitzgerald US Patent No. 5,408,665 teaches a creation of a dictionary 
that includes a list of library files' symbols and module names. The closest prior art fails to 
anticipate or render Applicant's limitations above obvious.
